No. F.8/4/54-E— An examination for admission to the 
Military Wing of the National Defence Academy for the 
18th Course commencing in January 1955, will be held 
by the Union Public Service Commission at Allahabad, 
Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Ludhiana, Madras, Nagpur, and 
Patna sometime in June 1954, in accordance with the 
Notification published by the Ministry of Defence in the 
Gazette of ’India, dated the 30th January 1954. The exact 
date and place of the examination at each of the above 
centres will be communicated to candidates later on. 

2. A candidate who desires to appear at the examination 
must submit his application on the prescribed form 
together with all the necessary documents in accordance 
with the “ Instructions to Candidates ” so as to reach the 
Union Public Service Commission, Dholpur House, Post 
Box No. 186, New Delhi, on or before the 27th March 
1954. Applications from candidates residing abroad will 
be accepted upto the 10th April 1954. No application 
received after the prescribed date will be entertained.

A Candidates who obtain application forms, etc., from 
the Union Public Service Commission must pay Rs. 36-8-0 
(Rs. 8^6-0 in the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled 
Castes or Scheduled Tribes) with the application. 

Those who obtain application forms, etc., from other 
authorities must pay Rs. 37-8-0 (Rs. 9-6-0 in the case of 
Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes) with the applica- 
tion. 

Note 1. — Only a Treasury Receipt or crossed Indian
